Correct Local Historical Dates| 


By MABEL SECORD 


There was an error made in 
my article about East Jordan in 
the special edition for May 6th, 
regarding the dates of the fires 
at the Chemical Plant during 
World War One. 

fl ‘had erroneously dated it 
1925. 

The following are waubatin 
accounts printed in the Char- 
levoix County Herald at the 
time. 

“A spectacular fire occurred 
at. the East Jordan Chemical 
Plant Tuesday noon, June 24, 
1919 when the four storage tanks 
containing tar became ignited 
and burned down. The small 
structure destroyed held the 
tanks containing tar that was 
used to burn under the retorts, 


_ and also the gas scrubbers. 


“Owing to the nature of the 
fire, water was of little use in 
extinguishing the blaze and it 
was necessary to let the fire 
burn out. The only precaution 
being taken was to keep the fire 
from spreading to adjacent 


structures. 

“Just what loss would be sus- 
tained is not known at present. 
Considerable material was des- 
troyed that will undoubtedly run 
the loss to a few thousand dol- 
lars.” 


The following week the Her- 
ald carried a front page story 
as follows: 

“The East Jordan Chatiical 
Plant suffered another serious 
fire loss Thursday noon, July 3, 
1919 when Warehouses Number 
Three and Number Four were 
destroyed, together with a large 
quantity of acetate. 

“The warehouses ‘were new 
ones, Number Three being built 
this. spring and was full of ace- 
tate. Number Four was in pro- 
cess of erection, work of putting 
on the roof being in progress at 
the time of the fire. The big 
stock of acetate contained in 
Warehouse Three ignited and is 
still burning—it being. practic- 
ally impossible to drench the fire 
out. 

“When the blaze first started 


the chemical wood, piled nearby, 
was ignited from live cinders 
and workmen were kept busy ex- 
tinguishing these blazes. - 

“A string of East Jordan and 
Southern Railroad was directly 
in the vath of the blaze and was 
saved by prompt action of the 
railroad employees. Just what 
the total loss will be is hard to 
determine at this time, but it 
will be considerable. This’ is 
their second recent loss, a fire 
Tuesday, June 24th destroying 
the tar tanks and gas scrubbers, 
entailing a loss of several thou- 
sand dollars.’’ 


Following this fire the Com- 
pany established an armed 
guard at the plant as the fires 
bore the earmarks of sabotage, 
both of them. occurring during 
the noon hour. 

* * * 

There was another error, this 
time being in the heading of my 
story about the beet sugar fac- 
tory. Instead of the plant emplo- 
ying one hundred men, it was two 
hundred.

American fertilizer peaciicen have come a long way since the 
Indians taught the Massachusetts Bay colonists how to better corn 


_ yields by fertilizing hills with alewives, in 1621. 


Today, a more profitable use of fertilizers is not only an in- 
separable part of overall good farm management but also essential 
to the high yields which help lower production costs and improve 
the spread between those costs and net profits.

ADEQUATE SUPPLIES 


This year growers will find 


fertilizer supplies adequate. Ov- 
erall nitrogen, phosphate and 
potash stocks are expected to be 
sufficient in most sections, ac- 
cording to Dr. Willard H. Gar- 
man, agronomist of the Ameri- 
‘can Plant. Food Council, though 
he notes that shortages of spec- 
ifie materials have already oc- 
curred and may again in certain 
areas. Biggest single problem of 
the fertilizer industry, seasonal 
distribution, would be solved, 
Garman says, by more farmers 
taking delivery in the fall and 
winter. 

A 10-15 percent increase in 
fertilizer supplies over 1958 is 
forecast by R. L. Cook of Michi- 
gan College department of soil 
science. However, if present 
trend of increased use continues, 
Cook feels that supply will bare- 
ly meet demand. 

Indicative of greater usage is 
the record of the Ohio Top Ten 
Tomato Club as summarized by 
E. C. Wittmeyer, Extension hor- 
ticulturist, Ohio State University. 
Among the combination of prac- 
tices which-have boosted .aver- 
age yields of these growers to 
‘16.62 tons per acre in 1953—ab- 
out 30 per cent above state av- 
erage—he cites an increase in 
average fertilizer application per 
grower from about 600 pounds in 
1948 to slightly over 800 pounds 
an acre in 1953 of equivalent 
analysis.
